Government Travel Requests 


ODP has been issued a block of GTR’s (Government Travel 
Requests) which can be used to purchase airline tickets to 
certain West Coast cities at a greatly reduced fare. Both United 
and American Airlines offer the following cities and round trip 


fares: 
Los Angeles $278 
San Diego 278 
San Francisco 310 
Denver 254 (United Only) 


The GTR’s are controlled and issued by ODP/B&F. When a 
travel order is processed by BéF for one of the above cities a 
GTR will be issued in the name of the traveller. When the 
traveller picks up the paperwork to take to disbursing to get a 
cash advance for per dem, B&F will give him the GTR, for which 
the traveller will sign a hand receipt. The GTR will then be 
presented in lieu of cash when the ticket is picked up. The 
airline will f1i11 in the GTR and return the last copy (memorandum 
copy) to the traveller. For control purposes, this memorandum 
copy must be turned in at the time a travel accounting is made 
along with the actual ticket stub. At the time the traveller 
makes his reservation he should inform the airline that he is 
travelling under a GTR; this will ensure getting the reduced
